There, It Has Been Said, 
Than for Royal Functions. 


The former German Empress, Au- 
gusta Victoria, Queen of Prussia, 
was notable chiefly for her lively | 
interest in charitable work and her | 
efforts to relieve tho distress of the | 
poor. It has been said of her that 
she was not a gifted or especially 
graceful woman and that she cared | 
more for the simple duties of her 
home life than for royal] functions. | 

It is not known that she exercised , 
any considerable influence politically | 
or that she desired to do so. Her 
talents seemed, instead, to be direct- | 


ed to the task of becoming a help- | 
ful wife and a devoted mother to | 
her six sons and one daughter. That ' 
she achieved this aim, Emperor Wil-| 
liam frequently attested. He once} 
described her as “the ideal of the) 
virtues of a German Princess. She) 
it is,”’ he declared, “to whom I owe | 
that I am able to bear the weighty 
responsibilities of winy position in a} 
joyful spirit.” | 

Concerning the attitude of the Em- 
press toward the war little is known. 
There has been nothing to indicate | 
that she differed from her consort | 
in the German ambition for world ' 
domination. Some indication of her. 
point of view was given in her reply | 
in July, 1918, to a letter written by! 
the wife of the Dutch Minister of | 
War. In responding, the Empress 
declared that Germany repeatedly 
had manifested her readiness for 
peace, which, she declared, had not 
been entertained by the opposing 
Powers.

Dictionary defines it, “Instruction 


Formerly, that was the exclusive 
meaning of the word clinic, but 
nowadays it is used in a much 
broader sense. It includes not only 
the. definition given above, applica- 
ble to students, but it also means 
geet instruction in a practical man- 

r, besides medicine and medica) 
advice, is given the patient. 

Clitiics must be educational in c 
acter in order that they may 
both the public and the city proper- 
ly. Education must be given not only 
at the clinic, but must be carried 
into the home by the nurse and so- 
cial service worker. 

The medical profession 
more and more that in prevention of 
disease we can render the greatest 
good to mankind, and that preven- 
tion cannot be accomplished by 
merely handing out prescriptions 
and giving some well-meant advice. 
These are of little value unless sup- 
plemented by a knowledge of the 
patient's home.and economic condi- 
tions, for all too often these conédi- 
tions are the factors that have

Social Vision Necessary. 

From this it is evident that clinics 
cannot be of real value to any city 
unless the clinic workers possess so- 
cial vision. Without this social vision 
clinics revert back to the old dispen- 
sary type, where medical advice and 
medicine are dispensed, but no ac- 
count taken of the patient’s ability 
to follow that advice. The dispen- 
sary still has its uses for emergency 
cases and for such persons as need 
temporary relief, but the vast ma- 
jority of those coming to the clinics 
nee@ more than medicine or first 
aid. 

Clinics necessarily vary in type. 
There are those dealing almost en- 
tirely with measures of prevention. 
Others deal with disease. Put no 
hard and fast lines can be drawn. 


They must deal with the family as

Child welfare clinics-are a tremen- 
dous asset to any community and our 
ovn city is fortunate enough to pos- 
eese 12 such centers, which in many 
Ways are considered models. Al- 
though rather young in years, their 
influence is being widely felt in pre- 
vention of disease and in arousing in 
both parents and children a sense of 
the value of proper feeding.
